ned that the fearefull, and vnbeleeuing, 
and the abominable, and murtherers, and 
whoremongers, and ſorcerers, and idola- 
ters, and all lyers ſhall haue their part in 


the lake which burneth with fer and 


brimſtone, which is the ſecond death. 

Tribulation and anguiſh ( ſaith Saint 
Paul) ſhall be vpon hl ſoule of euery one 
that doth euill, of the Icy firſt , and allo 
ofthe Grecian, :
